The local Communists, 
neither very rich nor very power- 
ful, were trained in underground 
techniques learned during the 
war, which enabled them to win 
control of the existing political 
parties. 


Involuntariness 


Not a single country has volun- 
tarily accepted communism — a 
fact carefully ignored by those 
who want Americans to doubt 
themselves, their government, and 
each other. This is something 
that communism itself cannot do. 
That there are Americans who 
will do this sort of dirty work for 
the Communist enemy is one of 
the more curious, deplorable de- 
velopments of our time. 


Nowhere, at any time, has com- 
munism been imposed by the rich 
and the comfortable. It has been 
established by armed force. To 
this day there are barbed wire 
entanglements and “death 
zones” about the borders of East 
Germany and Czechoslovakia 
where they join with free coun- 
tries to. prevent the flight of the 
millions who detest communism.

WASHINGTON—The Republicans have very 
little to be thankful for this year. The major 
elections in New York, New Jersey and Texas 


were a disappointment to them, and Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s s im- 
pending divorce is a far more serious blow than they are willing to 


admit. 

They have three candidates, 
each of whom has a major handi- 
cap: Richard M. Nixon, a defeat- 
ed candidate who has committed 
himself not to run for the presi- 
dency in 1964; Sen. Barry Gold- 
water of Arizona, an attractive 
but extreme conservative who 
is a sort of irrigated Alf Landon, 
and Gov. Rockefeller, whose per- 
sonal problems, added to his lib- 
eral views, do not make him the 
darling of the Bible belt. 


The most exciting new figure 
in Washington, without the name 
of Kennedy, is Secretary of De- 
fense Robert McNamara. He is 
a political neuter, but a former 
president of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany somehow has to be Repub- 
lican, and on the basis of his per- 
formance at the Pentagon he is 
worth thinking about. 


If he isn’t the best secretary of 
defense since Jim Forrestal a lot 
of people around here have 
been fooled. The man has not 
only tamed the generals and 
learned how to administer the 
most complex department of the 

vernment, but he reads books 

stays off the social circuit. 

Of course, President Kennedy 
might not give him time off to 
run, and maybe McNamara 
wouldn't like to run against his 
boss, but in any look around the 
room he would have to be noticed. 

There is another machine-tooled 
character out in Detroit who has 
been making political noises late- 


ly. He is George Romney, head of 
the American Motors, who stands 
today about where Willkie stood 
in 1937. He is obscure but attrac- 
tive, and since he cut the Amer- 
ican automobile down to size he 
obviously is entitled to some re- 
ward from the American people. 

Even in a fit of desperation, a 
man would have to conclude that 
most of the Republican governors 
are dubs. There are only 15 of 
them, and outside of Rockefeller, 
Mark Hatfield of Oregon is about 
the only one anybody can remem- 
ber. 

On the other hand, there were 
some able members of the Eisen- 
hower administration who might 
be roped and dragged back to 
Washington. 

There is, for example, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, who ran with Nixon 
last year. His enemies insist that 
there is less there than meets 
the eye, but he looks good, loves 
to fight with Communists on tele- 
vision, and would, of course, love 
to have another crack at John 
F. Kenned#—a reckless impulse 
that sets him apart from almost 
all the rest. 

Two Eisenhower cabinet mem- 
bers have been mentioned for gov- 
ernorships next year, Fred Seaton, 
former secretary of interior, who 
is running in Nebraska, and Tom 
Gates, a good former secretary 
of defense, who looks like Clark 
Gable and might come into the 
picture if he wins and runs in 
Pennsylvania.

We have put great stock in 
science. We have been led to 
believe that we could depend 
on the laws of nature. And yet, 
now a great many outstanding 
scientists are telling us_ that 
nature may be not rational or 
reasonable. They say that all 
you can do is build on ‘“‘the- 
ory.’ The sure foundations of 
science are getting shaky. 

We have put stock in philos- 
ophy. This is the science of 
mind that attempts to fit to 
gether different parts of life— 
giving life a meaning. But 
philosophy now tells us that 
there may probably be no sin- 
gle unifying principle which ties 
all of life together. Apparently 
it is every man for himself. 
So philosophy is eigen a kind 
of blind guide to the blind 

Those who built this country 
put great faith in morals. To- 
day it is almost taken for 
granted — even in this Chris- 
tian era — that there are no 
absolute standards. The idea is 
that nothing is right for every- 
body, everywhere, all the time. 

These are days when the 
foundations of life seem to be 


shaking. Ours is not, however, 
the only day in which this has 
been true. The tragedy of our 
time is that we fail to realize 
that history is like an old Hol- 
lywood movie. In many fre- 
spects it is played over and 
over and over. Santayana, the 
late great philosopher, said: 
“Those who do not know his- 
tory are condemned to re-live 
it.”’ 

The crisis of our time is the 
same crisis faced by every na- 
tion in history that tries to live 
without God. We are primarily 
excited about Russia and Cuba 
and bombs. We should be ex- 
cited about God. Instead of re- 
coiling in fear, we should kneel 
in prayer. We should remem- 
ber that God is still on the 
throne — and that no combi- 
nation of dictators or nations 
or missiles is going to brush 
Him off. 

In any storm we face — in- 
dividually or nationally — the 
high ground and the strong 
building is faith in Christ. In 
this faith we can have total 
confidence in God’s power to 
fold us and to use us however 
strong the storm may be.

The “Great Tree” blazed forth in all its multi- 
colored brilliance Thursday night and lighted the 
Christmas spirit for thousands of Atlantans who jammed 
downtown Forsyth Street in the face of a misty drizzle. 


It was the 14th annual lighting 
of the giant Christmas tree atop 
Rich's department store, a cere- 
mony that traditionally ushers in 
the Yuletide season. 


The most surprising part of this 
year’s ceremony was the size of 
the crowd which packed Forsyth 
Street curb-to-curb from Mitchell 
Street north to The Journal-Con- 
stitution building. 


WIND AND RAIN 

Chilling winds and a persistent 
drizzle which intermittently 
came down harder — had damp- 
ened Thanksgiving Day through- 
out Atlanta. It was still windy and 
chilly and drizzly Thursday night 
when it came time for the “Great 
Tree” lighting, but here they 
came anyway—mamas and papas 
and the youngsters, protected by 
umbrellas and raincoats and 
warmed by the Christmas season. 


Richard H. Rich, board chair- 
man of Rich’s, appeared some- 
what surprised but obviously 
pleased by the size of the turn- 
out. Asked if he thought the 
crowd were as large as last 
year’s (an estimated 100,000), he 
looked up and down Forsyth 
Street and replied: ‘‘I don't see 
room for aftymore.”

Thus, despite Soviet complaints 
about German rearmament, the 
vanguard of the new Atlantic Pact 
reinforcement. effort will be in 
Germany, it was agreed during 
the Washington talks. 


Adenauer and his aides out- 
lined the following planned meas- 
ures: Extension of obligatory mili- 
tary service from 12 to 18 months, 
forextension of service duty ob- 
ligations for reservists, increase 
in critical war supplies such as 
gasoline and munitions up to 90 
per cent of combat requirements, 
and new ‘‘mobiligation’’ legisla- 
tion to permit the retention of 
critical workers at their jobs in 
an emergency. 


MEASURES ADDED 


These measures are contem- 
plated in addition to the plans an- 
nounced earlier in which the 
Bonn government will spend $600 
million for U.S. arms and logisti- 
cal support in West Germany. The 
earlier plans were designed to 
ease the U.S. overseas dollar ex- 
penses. 


The West German leaders also 
assured the President and his 
aides that they would make every 
effort to bring to full strength 
the eight divisions they have 
assigned to Atlantic Pact ground 
forces and to provide at least 
the 12 divisions they have prom- 
ised by the end of 1963. 


The eight divisions are now at 
80 per cent strength. A ninth di- 
vision, probably at reduced 
strength, is being readied for Jan- 
uary. The West German armed 
forces total 314.000 men, includ- 
ing the eight army divisions, 26 
air squadrons and a small navy. 


HALF ARE DRAFTEES 


The West German army num- 
bers 208,000 but half of the men 
are one-year draftees. In persua- 
sion the West German leaders to 
seek an 18-month draft, officials 
here stressed that the U.S. draft 
isi for two years. 


The Kennedy-Adenauer com- 
munique pointed out that West 
Germany forces were under an 
international command. This an 
swered Soviet charges that the 
Bonn government might under- 


take a military effort to regain 
territories lost in World War Tl. 


It was reaffirmed by officials 
Thursday that there is no plan 
to turn nuclear warheads over to 
the West German forces, except 


as. part of explicit military ar-| @ oi % 


rangements to meet combat situ- 
ations. The stockpiles of auclear 
warheads on the continnent are 
under U.S. control at all times. 


The United States, officials indi- 
cated, will renew the long-stand- 
ing offer to provide the Atlantic 
Pact forces with nuclear-armed 
strategic weapons.

The children of this home, dus- 
ky, alert, smiling, are all aware 
of the shocking aspéct of life. 
They have seen its seamiest 
side in a society where an Arab 
orphan is almost hopeless and 
entirely without status. Within 
sight of them are huge Israeli 
orphanages where Jewish chil- 
dren live and go to school, for 
this is a land of displaced fami- 
lies and uprooted people. 


Petahtikva is only a few his- 
toric miles from the Valley of 
Jezreel, a fertile garden spot 
that was a swamp only 12 years 
ago, within. a short drive of the 
lovely Sea of Galilee, an hour 
or so distant from Capernaum, 
Mount Gilboa and the Mount of 
the Beatitudes. The Baptist mis- 
Sionaries assigned here find it 
a portentous assignment, look- 
ing both backward and forward. 


As a part of their basic con- 
viction, the Baptist are constant- 
ly prodding for separation of 
church and state in Israel, but 
they find much to admire in this 
exciting new nation within its 
legend-worn old framework. 


Interestingly, the Murphys 
say the orphanage does not want 
too much help for their children, 
aside from the necessities of 
life. (‘We could use a thousand 
pairs of blue jeans right now!’’) 
One of the weak points about 
sending the young men and 
women to America when they 
are ready for technical or ad- 
vanced training of any kind, is 
that they then cannot readjust 
to the life they must return to. 


“We spoil them in America. 
Then they don't want to come 
back here. If they are to pass 
on the blessings they have re- 
ceived, this is where they must 
do it. They must work with their 


own people, not simply become 
Americans.” 

The Murphys and Bivins and 
the others who come here from 
America have knit a common- 
sense philosophy toward the 
rearing of these special chil- 
dren. They consider themselves 
brothers and sisters ‘“‘and they 
don't fight any more than real 
brothers and sisters’’), the boys 
work in the fields surrounding 
the home, the girls help with the 
care of smailer ‘‘sisters’’ and 
with the household. They dress 
modestly, do not wear makeup, 
and center their recreation 


around physical games and cele- 
brations and festivals, with sing- 
ing and play, within the re 
ligious framework.

Blind Atlanta youtrs, who 
must face the world in dark- 
ness, need no longer flounder in 
the darkness of ignorance as 
well. 


It has only been since 1953 
that junior books have been 
printed in braille, according to 
Mrs. Jewel Dyer, librarian of 
the local Library for the Blind. 
And it was as recently as 1959 
that these books became avail- 
able in Atlanta. 


That was when the Library 
for the Blind, located in the old 
Farmers Market on Murphy 
Avenue, was opened. At pres- 
ent the library contains 250 
braille books and 300 talking 
books in the junior division. A 
talking book is actually a 
recording of someone reading 
the book. 


FIRST THIS SUMMER 


Another first occurred this 
summer. Thirty-eight blind 
children took part in the first 
summer reading program at the 
library. Thirty-five of them re- 
ceived certificates during Na- 
tional Book Week, last week, 
for completing the required num- 
ber of books. 


Their certificates, in braille, 
hang in their schoolrooms along 
with the certificates of sighted 
children. :

Books may be returned to the 
library quite easily, Mrs. Dyer 
added. Braille readers are fur- 
nished with addressed labels to 
use for returning the books. 
When the Talking Book reader 
has finished his book, he only 
needs to turn over the address 
card which fits in a slot on the 
container and deposit it in the 
post office. 


Both types of books may be 
sent through the mail free of 
charge.

Small accidents with only 
small damage to the car but 
serious injuries to pasengers 
and driver are the ones where 
seat belts are most valuable, 
she points out. 


‘“*The American Medical Assn. 
thinks most whip lash injuries 
cquid be eliminated by seat 
belts,’ she continues. 


And injuries from ‘“‘small’’ ac- 
cidents where passengers are 
thrown through the windshield, 
steering wheel or dash board 
could be eliminated by the belts, 
she believes. 


60 CLUBS 

During the coming club year, 
Mrs. Denton aims to contact 
each of the Georgia Federa- 
tion’s 11,000-plus members and 
260 clubs over the state. 


She expects her job—an edu- 
cational one—to be slow and 
tedious ‘“‘because most women 
have never seen a_ seat belt, 
much less used one.”’ 


To help get the safety helt 
message across, Mrs. Denton 
will work with medical, auto- 
motive, safety and advertising 
groups, all with the same goal.

The General Federation of 
Women's Clubs is spearheading 
the crusade on a national level 
and has interested car manu- 
facturers in including installa- 
tion apparatus in 1962 models 
for the belts. 


“You must buy the belt and 
install it yourself,’’ Mrs. Denton 
explains. “‘And it’s movable to 
other cars. 


And a national billboard com- 
pany is currently placing bill- 
boards over the state with the 
message ‘‘Save Lives, Use Seat 
Belts,”’ as a public service. They 
will stand through the holiday 
season.

Dear Doctor Molner: We have 
a@ church fellowship that holds 
parties, picnics, etc., and we 
make lemonade in a galvanized 
tub. 


No one has been sick but. me. 
Maybe I am allergic to metal 
poison. My friends made fun of 
me when I said they were re- 
quired by the pure food laws 
to dump all lemonade sitting in 
metal containers. In 1917 at the 
Kansas State Fair I watched 
officers dump dozens of metal 
tubs containing lemonade. 


Has the law found that they 
were wrong back there, 44 
years ago’?—Fellowship Mem- 
ber. 


Galvanized tubs or pails are not 


Acid foods or drink may dis- 
solve some of the zinc. A gal- 
vanized container, of course, is 
made of iron but coated with zinc 
to prevent rust. It is excellent for 
that purpose. It is good for eaves, 
troughs, scrub pails or such. But 
when acid is present, then the 
zinc may begin to dissolve. It may 
(note that I didn’t write “‘will’’) 
dissolve enough zinc to make 
some people feel ill. Generally, 
this is not a dangerous form of 
poisoning but if it is sufficent to 
make some people feel ill, it’s 
serious enough to avoid. 


Lemons, oranges and other 
fruits are acid, in varying de- 
gree. The acid eats into the metal, 
whereas plain water doesn’t. 


Dr. William D. McNally wrote: 

“The cooking of food in galva- 
nized iron vessels may dissolve 
enough zinc to cause poisoning. 
Apples cooked in a galvanized 
iron vessel caused illness of 200 
people a few minutes after eating 
applesauce. The chief symptoms 
were dizziness, sickness, colic, 
tightness of the throat, and diar- 
rhea.”’ 
So, don’t use galvanized kettles 
for food. But also don’t worry 
about tin cans. Tin isn’t zinc. It 
is used to coat the iron of tin 
cans because it doesn’t react with 
foodstuffs.

A Showplace 
Of Freedom 


WASHINGTON (PI)—A _trans- 
planted Texan hopes to make the 
Island of Guam a showcase for 


progressive Western democracy 
in the far Pacific. 


He is Gov. Bill Daniel, inaugu- 
rated in May as President John 
F. Kennedy’s choice to head the 
Guam government. 


Daniel outlined his aims at the 
annual meeting of territorial gov- 
ernors at the Interior Depart- 
ment. 


EASES SECURITY 

As a Start, the new governor 
quickly put these major programs 
into effect: 

1. Dropped the Navy's security 
clearance requirements so Guam 


could be promoted as a tourist 
attraction. 


2. Set up a “back to the soil’’ 
movement to develop the island’s 
agricultural potential. 


3. Imported new breeding stock 
to restore the vitality of the cat- 
tle industry. 

During his trip to the main- 
land, Daniel also sounded out 
sources of development capital on 
how they felt about taking part 
in his programs. 

HOTELS NEEDED 
“We badly need hotels if we 


_are to become a tourist attrac- 
tion,”” he explained. He said he 
'had two or three good prospects 
‘for such construction and hoped 
it won't be too long before 
|got under way. 


| “Guam is perfectly beautiful,” £3 
he enthused. “Most people don’t 
realize how large it is, nor how 
| much varied scenery and roman- 
tic history it has.” 


He predicted it would became a 
“natural” stopover for world trav- 
elers on their way to various Pa- 
cific resort areas. 


In Washington, Daniel conferred 
with Interior and Agricultural de- 
partment officials about the is- 
land’s development. He also 
talked to Civil Defense experts 
about his plan for converting the 
old Japanese catacombs into 
modern fallout shelters. 


He has several additional ap- 
pointments with possible investors 
and probably won't return to 
Guam until early December.

Mr. Daughtry’s “ar 


Georgia Tech had smashed out a pair of second- 
half touchdowns to subdue Georgia, 13-7, in the Western 
Hemisphere’s only freshman classic on a rainy Thanks- 
giving afternoon at Grant Field. 


As the remarkable turnout of 40,935 contributors to the Scottish 
Rite crippled children's fund headed for exits, gentlemen of the 
press were vhoned aout atti Daughtry. 


Daughtry, a 205-pound battering 
ram from Quitman, had pounded Geor- 
gia’s reluctant line into submission on 
scoring drives of 55 and 66 yards. 

“Daughtry is the best Tech full- 
back I’ve seen on the varsity or fresh- 
man team since Glenn Furner,” some- 
one remarked. 

“The best since Turner,” star- 

" tled Bill Munday injected. ‘‘Daugh- 
try is the finest Tech fullback I’ve 
seen since Doug Wycoff.”’ 

High praise indeed from Mr. Mun- 
day, a veteran broadcaster who has 
seen ’em all through the years. Mun- 
day, of course, saw Wycoff complete 
his career in 1924 and Turner finish in 
1953. 

One brilliant freshman afternoon 
does not assure a starting berth on the 
varsity. But Daughtry is headed in the 
right direction. On this particular afternoon the Georgia end zone 
was the Daughtry destination, and it’s extremely doubtful if the 
young Engineers would have twice crossed the goal without him.

The individual statistics column is no true indicator of the dam- 
age Mr. Daughtry did to the ambitious Bullpups. He gained a total 
of 79 yards in 23 hauls over slippery turf, but it was the manner 
in which he gained it that.so impressed Tech boosters. 


Georgia’s line announced in the first half that it had come to 
play. Guard Joel Darden, linebacker LeRoy Dukes, who was 
credited with 10 individual tackles, and tackles Jimmy Guy and 
Ray Rismiller and company blanked the Baby Jackets for two 
quarters. 


Halfback Johnny Gresham, Butch Poe, Jeff Davis and Daughtry 
then started the scoring wheels whirling the very first time Tech 
got the ball in the third quarter. 


—The Inside Story of a Victory 


They chopped inside mostly for 55 yards in 13 plays and Larry 
Camp added the point to erase a 7-0 lead Georgia had owned since 
the first period. 


At this juncture Daughtry took over. After Georgia failed 
to move it following the ensuing kickoff, Tech blitzed 66 yards 
in 16 plays. Quarterback Bruce Fischer, who flashed promise 
for the future, hurled eight yards to end Gary Williams for a 
first down at the Georgia 17. In five fierce slams into the Geor- 
gia line, Daughtry gouged out the winning TD, lunging across 
from the two. Fischer bobbled the snap for the point, but Tech 
did not need it. 


Frank Lankewicz, the highly heralded Georgia ace from Butler, 
Pa., lost the fullback duel to Daughtry on Grant Field, but he has 
three varsity years to even the score. 


Lankewicz demonstrated on one play that he may be just as 
good as advertised. In the waning moments he plucked a flare pass 
from quarterback Pete Dickens and almost went all the way. He did 
go 21 yards before Johnny Nix, the last Tech man, made a saving 
grab at the Bullpup 36. 


Though Lankewicz gleaned a mere 15 yards in nine snaps 
on the off track, he fared much better than most of the Bullpups 
on the yardage meter. Georgia posted a minus ten net rushing. This 
oddity resulted from the blitz the Tech line put on Dickens when 
he attempted to pass, dropping the Georgia quarterback for a net 
loss of 57 yards. 


Barber, a hard slashing halfback from Bainbridge, was the 
most prosperous Bullpup with 18 yards in six snaps. Barber 
also earned applause with tooth-jarring tackles throughout the 
fray.

First Orbit Flight 
To Be Re-Created 


By THE TV SCOUT 


BEST BET—Crossing the Threshold is the first 
of three programs which will consider man’s attempt 


to conquer outer space. 


This one pre-creates the first 
U.S. orbital flight and what it 
will be like. Producer Robert 
Bendick says he has tried to 
make this an adventure story, 
rather than simply a documen- 
tary. 


Using pieces of film from 
test unmanned orbital flight 
and our two manned sub-orbital 
flights, plus animation, Bendick 
has created a hypothetical 
flight of three orbits around the 
earth. We follow this from zero- 
minus - seven - minutes to the 
space ship’s re-entry into the 
earth’s atmosphere. 


Along the way, we cut away 
to see previously unshown films 
of Russia’s manned orbital 
flights, interviews with people 
around the world on how they 
feel about space travel and how 
our astronauts are trained. 


The moment of lift-off—10 
seconds—has been extended to 
two minutes by slow motion 
and a montage of shots to show 
the tremendous thrust involved. 
There’s a fascinating sequence 
concerning weightlessness (un- 
derscored by a weird electronic 
sound background) with some 
marvelous film made during 
ground testing. Skitch Hender- 
son has provided a lovely musi- 
cal score for this intriguing 
program.

Algae Perils 
Fish in 
Altamaha 


The state Game and Fish Com- 
mission said the recent growth 
of toxic algae in the Altamaha 
River may result in a major fish 
kill. 

A recent investigation revealed 
the algae to be a natural growth 
and not the result of pollution. 

“The growth is so thick, espe- 
cially around Darien, that the 
banks have turned a pale green,” 
a commission spokesman said. 

Fishery biologists who investi- 
gated the growth said they fear 
a fish kill will result from de- 
composition of the weed. 

Decomposition is certain to 
cause oxygen depletion which, 


-|in turn, may result in loss of 
fish. 


The entire river is filled with 
the growth from a point north 
of Jesup to the Altamaha Sound 
near Darien. 


The Commission said it is par- 
ticularly heavy where the Alta- 
maha meets daily tidal waves 
near its Butler Island waterfowl 
area. 


Only heavy rains will eliminate 
danger, according to the com- 


mission.
